City’s Uber 
fight delayed 


Ride-sharing. City 
spokeswoman says 
despite hoping for an 
injunction Tuesday, later 
date is 'still good news’

The city’s fight with ride-share 
app Uber was delayed Tuesday, 
but the company will face a 
judge in just a few weeks. 

Justice E.J. Simpson declined 
to hear the city’s case because 
it was brought to a hearing 
usually scheduled for shorter 
matters. Simpson did find a 
relatively early date with the 
hearing, now scheduled for 
March 26. Previously, the city 
had been told a hearing could 
be delayed until December. 

The city’s lawyer Brad Sav- 
ouiy argued the city couldn’t 
wait the time it will take to get 
a full-day hearing in court. 

“We need to have the mat¬ 
ter heard as quickly as pos¬ 
sible,” he said. 

While the city is developing 


new rules to allow the service 
to operate, it wants it off the 
road until those rules are ready. 

Uber’s lawyer Neil Finlcel- 
stein said the city was trying to 
rush through the application. 

“Uber has been operating 
since Dec. 18. The city under¬ 
stands there is no urgency,” he 
said. 

Toronto is seeking a similar 
injunction against the company 
and its application is scheduled 
to be heard over three days. Fin- 
lcelstein said it was ridiculous 
to believe the same issues could 
be resolved in 20 minutes. 

“(I have not heard) any evi¬ 
dence to show why it is more 
urgent here than in Toronto,” 
he said. 

After the hearing, city 
spokeswoman Cheiyl Oxford 
said while they had hoped to 
get the injunction Tuesday, 
waiting three weeks was still a 
good solution. 

“Having this heard on the 
26th is still good news for us, 
because it’s just a few short 
weeks away,” she said. 

She added the city would 
still be pursuing regular en¬ 
forcement against the com¬ 
pany.

The filmmaker has turned 
to online crowdfunding to get 
her there so she can promote 
Gillian’s Just Right and ultim¬ 
ately, Edmonton.

McNeill has already raised

The film, which helped

Premier reaffirms plans to fill ‘cracks' in finances 



Premier Jim Prentice re¬ 
affirmed Tuesday that his 
government will stay the 
course in an effort to right its 
financial ship and maintain 
the province’s strong credit 
rating. 

“The truth is that the 
cracks in Alberta’s fiscal 
foundations run deeper than 
is generally acknowledged,” 
Prentice said in a speech to 


the Calgaiy Rotary Club. 

“Yes, we have a revenue 
problem, but we also have a 
spending problem. It has been 
overlooked for too long.” 

Prentice has not revealed 
a specific date to deliver the 
next budget, which he has 
said will also include a 10-year 
plan to insulate the govern¬ 
ment’s revenues and day-to- 
day spending against wild 


swings in oil prices. 

He is forecasting a $7-bil- 
lion hole in the coming fiscal 
year, given that oil prices have 
been cut in half from a high 
of more than $100 US a barrel 
last summer. 

In recent weeks, Prentice 
and members of his cabinet 
have floated several ideas to 
raise revenue and cut spend¬ 
ing, but have only committed 


to not increasing corporate 
taxes or raising oil royalties. 

At this point, despite dire 
predictions about Alberta be¬ 
ing plunged into a recession, 
Prentice believes the prov¬ 
ince’s pristine credit rating is 
safe. 

“I’m not worried about it 
in the sense that if we do what 
we are recommending, we 
will be fine.” the Canadian press

In the city’s ongoing effort 
to develop Edmonton’s four- 
season patio culture, next 
weekend’s second annual 
Farewell to Winter patio party 
is set to show that even chilly 
temperatures and a bit of the 
white stuff won’t hinder sip¬ 
ping, dining or people-watch¬ 
ing from a curb-side perch. 

The city’s winter city co¬ 
ordinator, Susan Holdsworth, 
said she hopes to equal or ex¬ 
ceed last year’s 50-odd partici¬ 
pating venues, which will be 
equipped with blankets, seat 
cushions and heat lamps for 
the event, March 13 to 15. 

As the city’s only year- 
round outdoor patio, the Cafe

create a communal experi¬ 
ence for patrons, according 
to La Cite executive director 
Daniel Cournoyer. 

“There are challenges with 
winter elements — snow or 
rain — but as soon as we put 
logs on the fire, people come 
out, and they end up chat¬ 
ting around the fire,” said 
Cournoyer, whose patio has 
even featured a berm of snow 


and spruce trees to create a 
cozy outdoor nook. 

The iconic patio at the Fair¬ 
mont Hotel Macdonald will be 
decked out with food, a signa¬ 
ture cocktail and a fire-and-ice 
theme next Saturday even¬ 
ing — fitting for what hotel 
sales and marketing director 
Steven Walton calls “the best 
downtown garden and patio 
footprint.” 

While the patio party at 


the Fairmont Hotel Macdon¬ 
ald is a ticketed event, Walton 
said long-term plans include 
adding a small ice rink out 
back for all to enjoy “The pat¬ 
io has a resort-lilce feel, and 
the public really owns this 
property.

City to feel 
oil pain, but 
will cope: 
Forecast 

Edmonton should weather the 
storm, but it shouldn’t expect 
to stay diy, according to a new 
economic forecast city council¬ 
lors received Tuesday. 

Councillors got an update 
from chief economist John 
Rose, who told them the city 
would see growth next year, 
but it would be a lot less than 
what Edmonton has become 
accustomed to. “People are 
really going to feel this,” he 
said. “It may not be a recession, 
but for a lot of people it’s going 
to feel like one.” 

Rose said there’s a risk the 
province cuts grants to the city, 
but the city would also be in 
trouble if there were layoffs in 
the civil service, health care or 
education, with approximately 
22 per cent of employment 
linked to those activities. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
with so many projects going on 
in the city, there’s an opportun¬ 
ity for Edmonton to continue 
to grow in spite of a downturn 
in energy prices. 

But he said much of that’s 
in the province’s hands. “I just 
really hope what the province 
does doesn’t undermine what 
is looking like pretty stable 
growth,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
he hopes the province moves 
swiftly on a budget so the city 
can plan. “We need to get the 
election over with. We need 
some certainty,” he said.

The line in snow was drawn 
Tuesday as a pro-life display 
was met by fierce criticism 
from students at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta. 

Just after 9 a.m., students, 
decked out in rainbow flags 
and carrying bright posters 
rallied to the campuses main 
quad to protest Go Life — a 
student group that planned 
to show images from the Can¬ 
adian Centre for Bio-Ethical 
Reform over two days in the 
area. 

Protest organizer Zoe 
Chaytors said since Go Life 
first posted notices about the 
event, warning students it 
could act as a “trigger,” the 
issue has swept campus, be¬ 
cause it forces some to avoid 
certain areas. 


“Avoiding a particular 
space on campus because 
it’s unsafe is, in our opinion, 
not an appropriate way to go 
about things,” she said. 

Chaytors said there needs 
to be a balance of freedom 
of expression and respect on 
campus. 

“If something is that graph¬ 
ic that it can cause psycho¬ 
logical harm, than maybe it’s 
best it is in an enclosed tent 
or a classroom and students 
can choose if they want to en¬ 
gage with that material,” she 
added. 

U of A student union VP 
Nicholas Diaz said students 
are particularly upset with 
administration and how the 
planning of Go Life’s display, 
which fell smack dab in the 
middle of Pride Week. 

“At no point did anyone say 
that they couldn’t voice their 
opinions, that they can’t have 
the position that they do. It’s 
just the matter in which it’s 
presented,” said Diaz. 

Diaz questioned if the 
Dean of Students followed 
campus guidelines when ap-

proving this event. 

“They have advised groups 
to cease their events or move 
their promotions for much, 
much less. In this situation, 
it’s disappointing that they 
seem to have missed the 
point,” he said. 

The U of A released a state¬ 
ment online, notifying stu¬ 
dents it will be keeping an eye 
on the event. 

“The university will be 
monitoring this event to en¬ 
sure that a reasonable balance 
is struck between the rights of 
Go Life as well as the rights of 
other students and members 
of the university community,” 
read the statement. 


Student uses her experience to speak out for choice 


Five years after her abortion, 
University of Alberta student 
Stephanie Ibsen felt like she 
had moved on in private, but 
it wasn’t until she came face- 
to-face with pro-life posters 
scattered across campus that 
she decided to take her ex¬ 
perience public. 

The 28-year-old was just 
one of the many demonstra¬ 
tors rallying Tuesday at U of 
A’s main quad, to protest the 
university’s pro-life group 
Go Life and their abortion 
display. 

“Personally, I never 
thought I would talk about

it,” Ibsen said Tuesday in the 
middle of the protest. 

“I’ve shared it with people 
in my life — my friends, my 
family — but it’s always been 
on my terms because it’s 
shamed and you’re not sup¬ 
pose to talk about it.” 

Ibsen said she was 
shocked to see posters across 


campus warning students of 
the possible “trigger” effects 
of the display, but mostly 
disappointed that something 
like this would happen on a 
university campus. 

“It really bothers me that 
the administration was so 
vehemently behind freedom 
of expression, but nobody 


thought how it would affect 
women who have terminated 
pregnancies, women who 
have been victims of sexual 
assault and have had to have 
an abortion, women who 
have miscarried,” said Ibsen, 
who had her abortion when 
she was 23. 

Decked with her own 
sign, reading: Unconditional 
acceptance for all choices, 
pro-choice, pro-woman, pro¬ 
child, Ibsen said she hopes 
she can speak for women 
who aren’t ready to share 
their own experience.

As part of his regular route 
for 18 years, crossing parts 
of 107 Avenue became a 
familiar occurrence for cyc¬ 
list Allan Schtweetz. But 
he still considers the area 
“borderline.” 

“Once you get from the 
traffic circle heading fur¬ 
ther east along 107 Avenue, 
there’s a lot of interruptions 
and it’s a bit risky. Where 
it’s worst is when you go 
west and it’s designed more 
of like a freeway ... that’s

where it is difficult and haz¬ 
ardous,” he said. 

The sentiment was one 
shared by other Edmonton¬ 
ians who also consider one 
of the major corridors link¬ 
ing downtown to the west 
end dangerous for pedes¬ 
trians, according to a 2013 


city-conducted survey. 

City officials held an 
open house Tuesday night 
to show the changes that 
were made based on some 
of the suggestions made by 
Edmontonians in the almost 
two-year old survey and a 
public hearing. The city is 
attempting to get ahead of 
the future traffic impacts 
the corridor will face once 
the west end portion of the 
LRT is constructed. 

One of the changes in the 
draft plan for pedestrians 
will be a continuous side¬ 
walk and shared-use path 
on either side of 107 Avenue 
with bus stop connections. 

“People were looking to 
improve facilities for people 
who cycle and walk in the 
area,” said Catherine Klocz- 
lcowslci with the city. 

The final concept plan 
will be finalized this spring, 
but the project presently 
has no dollar amount at¬ 
tached to it.

Inaugural 
class of radiation 
therapy program will 
graduate in 2018

The early numbers are 
small, but the goals are any¬ 
thing but that for the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s new de¬ 
gree program in Radiation 
Therapy. 

Five students have em¬ 
barked on the four-year pro¬ 
gram — one of just a hand¬ 
ful of its kind across Canada 


— training to deliver critical 
radiation treatments to can¬ 
cer patients, and embracing 
the opportunity for further 
academic training and re¬ 
search in coming years. 

The program made quick 
tracks from just a proposal 
in 2011 to opening its doors 
to students for the 2014- 
2015 academic year. Part 
of the Faculty of Medicine 
and Dentistry’s Department 
of Oncology, the radiation 
therapy degree is already 
internationally competi¬ 
tive, according to faculty 
dean Richard Fedoralc. 

“Our graduates will bene¬ 
fit from the most compre¬ 
hensive training available 
today,” said Fedoralc. “They

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Lawyer pleads for mercy 
for Baby M’s mother 


City hall. Councillors

The lawyer for an Edmonton 
mother says she should be 
given a “merciful sentence” 
for abusing and starving her 
twin girls. 

Paramedics found the 
emaciated two-year-olds at 
their home in 2012 and one 
of them later died in hospi¬ 
tal. 

The house was stocked 
with food and the twins’ 
four-year-old brother was 
healthy. 

The 37-year-old mother, 
who can’t be named, plead¬ 
ed guilty to manslaughter, 
aggravated assault and fail¬ 
ing to provide the necessi¬ 
ties of life. 


Father’s sentence 


15 years 

The father pleaded guilty to the same 
charges. Court heard he did not physically 
harm the twins but did nothing as they 
suffered. He was sentenced to 15 years. 


She has admitted that 
she didn’t provide the girls 
with adequate food and as¬ 
saulted them over a pro¬ 
longed period of time. 

Her lawyer, Daryl Royer, 
did not give a sentence rec¬ 
ommendation, but said sim¬ 


ilar cases show a range of 7 
1/2 to 16 years in prison. 

The Crown has asked 
that the woman get 23 to 25 
years. 

Royer said that although 
the mother may be an edu¬ 
cated woman, “a third- 
world education is little 
education at all.” 

He suggested the crime 
does not call for a sentence 
at the high range of the 
scale. 

“She does love her chil¬ 
dren and she does miss 
them,” he said in court 
Tuesday as the mother 
wiped away tears.

Soldier’s suicide 
report expected 


Mental health. 

Cpl. Stuart Langridge 
hanged himself after 
struggling with drug 
and alcohol addiction 
as well as PTSD 


Nearly seven years to the day 
a troubled young soldier killed 
himself on an Edmonton base, 
a report into whether the mil- 
itaiy police botched the investi¬ 
gation into his death will finally 
be released. 

The publication of the Mil- 
itaiy Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission report next Tuesday is 
the latest but not the last step 
on a veiy long road for the 
family of Cpl. Stuart Langridge. 

The veteran of the wars in 
Afghanistan and Bosnia was 
28 when he hanged himself 
on March 15, 2008, after strug¬ 
gling with drug and alcohol 
addiction and what was later 
believed to be post traumatic 
stress disorder. 

Three militaiy investiga¬ 
tions were held into the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding his 
death and what happened 
afterwards, inquiries the family 
alleged were all biased toward 
exonerating the Canadian 
Forces. 

They filed a formal com¬ 
plaint with the Militaiy Police 
Complaints Commission and 
the agency agreed in 2011 to 
hold a hearing, arguing that the 
issues struck at the veiy heart 
of the ability of militaiy police 
to do their job. 

“If these allegations are sub¬ 
stantiated the implications are 
of profound significance,” the

head of the commission, Glenn 
Stannard, wrote at the time. 

The subsequent hearing 
ran for more than 60 days and 
heard from nearly 100 witness¬ 
es before wrapping up in Janu¬ 
ary 2013. 

Among other things, the 
commission heard that at the 
end of one stint in psychiatric 
care, the young soldier told a 
doctor he’d rather die than re¬ 
turn to his base. 

He was sent back anyway 
and killed himself 10 days later. 

The militaiy argued it did 
eveiything it could for Lang¬ 
ridge and blamed his problems 
on substance abuse. 

His mother and stepfather, 
Sheila and Shaun Fynes, main¬ 
tain he was the casualty of a 
culture that didn’t take mental 
health issues seriously. 

The complaints commission 
report will examine each of the 
allegations made by the Fynes 
and make recommendations. 

But since it deals specific¬ 
ally with the actions of militaiy 
police, broader questions will 
remain, said the lawyer repre¬ 
senting the family.

Canada Post Union says 
ending home delivery 
is unconstitutional 


The union representing Can¬ 
ada’s postal workers wants the 
Federal Court to declare the 
cancellation of home mail de- 
livery unconstitutional and a 
violation of the federal Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms. 

Canada Post employees 
announced last October they 
would take the Crown corpora¬ 
tion to court over the cost-cut- 
ting plan to end deliveiy and 
install community mailboxes 
across the countiy. 

The union’s court filing is 
signed by six other organiza¬ 
tions representing retired and 
handicapped citizens. 


The groups say eliminat¬ 
ing home deliveiy discrimin¬ 
ates against the elderly as well 
as people with mental and 
physical handicaps because it 
limits their access to a public 
service. 

Union president Denis 
Lemelin said he is willing to 
take the case to the Supreme 
Court of Canada if need be. 

The union represents 54,000 
workers and says the cancella¬ 
tion of home deliveiy will elim¬ 
inate up to 8,000 jobs. 

Canada Post has yet to reply 
to the union’s court filing.

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CSIS warns of online 
anti-Islam movement 


Homegrown. Spy 

agency has characterized 
threat as 'ongoing risk' 


Canada’s spy agency is eyeing 
the threat of a homegrown 
anti-Islam movement spreading 
online. 

The Canadian Security In¬ 
telligence Service advised the 
office of Public Safety Minister 
Steven Blaney of its concerns 
during a secret September brief¬ 
ing. CSIS flagged well-known 
warnings of the persistent men¬ 


ace posed by terrorist groups al- 
Qaida, Hezbollah and the more 
violent and radical Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant, or ISIL, 
say notes obtained through the 
Access to Information Act. 

But under the heading Do¬ 
mestic Extremism, the spy 
service also underscored what 
might be the flip side of that 
coin — the recent development 
“of a Canadian online anti-Islam 
movement, similar to ones in 
Europe.” CSIS characterized it 
as an “ongoing risk.” 

The Sept. 18 briefing for 
Blaney’s office came a little 
more than a month before sol¬ 


diers were killed in Canadian at¬ 
tacks just two days apart. After 
the killings, there was vandal¬ 
ism of mosques in Ottawa and 
Cold Lake, Alta., threats against 
the B.C. Muslim Association and 
an increase in reports of pub¬ 
lic bullying and harassment of 
Muslims. But CSIS is likely inter¬ 
ested in the kind of anti-immi¬ 
grant, anti-Islam sentiment that 
has taken root in parts of north¬ 
ern Europe, said Lome Dawson, 
a University of Waterloo sociol¬ 
ogy professor and co-director 
of the Canadian Network for 
Research on Terrorism, Security 
and Society, the Canadian press

Halifax police have released 
two men and a woman who 
were arrested after a mall in 
the city chose to close Tues¬ 
day morning over potential 
threats, although police were 
not able to confirm if the 
threat was valid. 

Police said in a release 
Tuesday night that the three 
were co-operative and it’s 
not believed they were in¬ 
volved in the matter. They 
were not charged. After the 
arrests were made about 10 
kilometres from the Mic Mac 
Mall, police said they had not 
confirmed a valid threat. 

The mall said it would be

open for business on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

Shortly after the mall 
closed, police blocked Ever- 
ette Street in another section 
of Dartmouth but later re¬ 
opened it to traffic after they 
found nothing of interest. 


The investigation at the 
mall comes a little more than 
two weeks after two people 
were charged with conspir¬ 
acy to commit murder at the 
Halifax Shopping Centre in 
an alleged Valentine’s Day 
plot that police say could 
have resulted in mass casual¬ 
ties. 

Police say they received in¬ 
formation about the potential 
threat to the Mic Mac Mall at 
9 a.m. The mall announced it 
was closing for the day about 
two-and-a-half hours after po¬ 
lice were made aware of the 
potential threat.

The countiy’s top militaiy 
commander says he will step 
down later this year. 

Gen. Tom Lawson, who has 
been chief of defence staff for 
two-and-a-half years, ended a 
day of speculation late Tuesday 
night by confirming he has 
asked the government not to 
extend his term in the fall. 

“I have informed the gov¬ 
ernment that I would like to 
retire at the end of my three- 
year tenure as Chief of the De¬ 
fence Staff,” Lawson said in a 
statement. 

“Serving Canada while lead¬ 
ing the men and women of the 
Canadian Armed Forces has 
been the greatest honour and 
privilege in my 40 years of ser¬ 



vice in uniform. There is much 
work to be done, and I remain 
focused on my duties as Chief 
of Defence. I will do so until a 
replacement is named.” 


Officials at National De¬ 
fence spent much of Tuesday 
avoiding questions about Law¬ 
son’s future after a published 
report said he was on the way 
out. 

Defence sources say his de¬ 
parture has been in the works 
since late last year and the pro¬ 
cess kicked into a higher gear 
after the latest fist of promo¬ 
tions and retirements was re¬ 
leased a few weeks ago.

cannot be trusted,” no matter 
what it says about permitting 
verification of the terms of 
any accord designed to pre¬ 
vent it from getting a nuclear 
bomb.

weapons,” he said in remarks 
before a packed House cham¬ 
ber that drew loud applause 
from Republicans and a more 
restrained reaction from 
Democrats, in an appearance 
that has stirred political con¬ 
troversy in two countries. 

Obama saw it differently, 
and said so from the White 
House. He said that the Is¬ 
raeli leader offered no “viable 
alternatives” to the nuclear 
negotiations with Iran and 
that the prospect of an agree¬ 
ment had already resulted in 
a freeze and rolling back of 
Iran’s program.

Los Angeles. Homeless man 
killed by police was ex-con 


A homeless man killed on 
Skid Row by Los Angeles 
police had been released 
last May from a federal 
prison after serving roughly 
14 years for bank robbery, 
a law-enforcement official 
said Tuesday. 

The man was identified 
as Charley Saturmin Rob- 
inet by the official, who had 
been briefed but was not 
authorized to speak publicly 
about the investigation and 
spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Robinet was a French na¬ 
tional who was convicted in 
2000 of three federal char¬ 
ges for holding up a Wells 
Fargo branch and pistol¬ 
whipping an employee to 
pay for acting classes at the 
Beverly Hills Playhouse. 

Federal prison records 


show he was released on 
May 12. 

Robinet, who acknow¬ 
ledged being an illegal im¬ 
migrant, was arrested along 
with an accomplice and a 
getaway driver after they 
tried to rob the bank. 

Robinet was killed Sun¬ 
day after a confrontation 
with police. Authorities say 
he tried to grab a probation¬ 
ary officer’s gun and three 
officers fatally shot him. 

The three officers who 
fired their weapons in a 
videotaped struggle that left 
a homeless man dead were 
veterans of the Skid Row 
beat who had special train¬ 
ing to deal with mentally 
ill and other people in the 
downtrodden area, police 
leaders said.

Ferguson, justice Dept, finds Boston bombing. Trial to 
patterns of police racial bias recount graphic details 


A U.S. Justice Department 
investigation found sweep¬ 
ing patterns of racial bias 
within the Ferguson, Mo., 
police department — with 
officers routinely discrimin¬ 
ating against blacks by using 
excessive force, issuing petty 
citations and making base¬ 
less traffic stops, according 
to law-enforcement officials 
familiar with the report. 

The report marks the cul¬ 
mination of a months-long 
investigation into a police de¬ 
partment that federal officials 
have described as troubled 
and that commanded nation¬ 
al attention after one of its 
officers shot and killed an un¬ 
armed black man, 18-year-old 
Michael Brown, last summer. 

It chronicles discrimina¬ 
tory practices across the city’s 
criminal justice system, de¬ 


tailing problems from initial 
encounters with patrol offi¬ 
cers to treatment in the mu¬ 
nicipal court and jail. 

The full report could serve 
as a road map for significant 
changes by the department, 
if city officials accept its find¬ 
ings. 

The Justice Department in¬ 
vestigation found that black 
motorists from 2012 to 2014 
were more than twice as like¬ 
ly to be stopped and searched 
as whites, even though they 
were less likely to be found 
carrying contraband, accord¬ 
ing to a summaiy of the find¬ 
ings. 

The review also found that 
blacks were 68 per cent less 
likely than others to have 
their cases dismissed by a mu¬ 
nicipal court judge.

In the two years since twin 
bombs tore through crowds 
at the Boston Marathon fin¬ 
ish line, the case against 
suspect Dzhokhar Tsarnaev 
has focused on arguments 
over where his trial should 
be held, who should sit on 
the jury and what evidence 
prosecutors should be al¬ 
lowed to use. 

But starting Wednesday, 
a day after a jury was se¬ 
lected, the focus will shift 
dramatically from the legal 
process to the harsh reality 
of what happened that day: 
the explosions, the screams, 
the chaos and the blood. 

Prosecutors are expected 
to present graphic images 
of the carnage caused by 
the bombs, including a sur¬ 
veillance video that author¬ 
ities say shows Tsarnaev 


placing a backpack just feet 
from eight-year-old Martin 
Richard and his family. The 
boy died in the explosion. 

The bombs set April 15, 
2013, killed three people 
and injured more than 
260. At least 16 people lost 
limbs. 

“When people start 
streaming into that court¬ 
house — many with missing 
limbs — and the prosecu¬ 
tors get up off their chairs 
and start talking about this 
again, people are going to 
relive the enormity and the 
awful nature of this,” said 
Gerry Leone, a former state 
and federal prosecutor who 
led the prosecution of shoe 
bomber Richard Reid but 
is not involved in the Tsar¬ 
naev case.

FCC head says Internet needs referee 


Net neutrality. Last 
week's U.S. decision 
expected to trigger 
lawsuits from 
broadband providers 


The head of the United 
States’ Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission is taking 
the defence of new Internet 
regulations on the road. 

Speaking at the Mobile 
World Congress wireless 
show in Barcelona, Spain, 
FCC chairman Tom Wheel¬ 
er said Tuesday that “there 
needs to be a referee” for the 
Internet. 

The FCC’s vote last week 
approved “net neutrality” 
rules that prevent Internet 
providers such as Comcast 


and Verizon from slowing or 
blocking Web traffic or from 
creating Internet fast lanes 
that content providers such 
as Netflix must pay for. 

Broadband providers 
and Republicans have been 
critical of the new rules, 
and the FCC’s decision is 
expected to trigger indus¬ 
try lawsuits that could take 
years to resolve. 

Verizon has criticized the 
FCC for basing the new rules 
on a 1934 law. Wheeler said 
that the agency “modern¬ 
ized” the old communica¬ 
tions legislation, leaving out 
parts that don’t apply to to¬ 
day’s Internet. He said that 
approach has worked well 
for wireless carriers. 

The FCC approved the 
new rules by a 3-2 vote. One 
of the dissenting commis-

sioners, Ajit Pai, said the 
new rules are unpredict¬ 
able, a situation which could 
make Internet providers less 
willing to come up with new 
services. 

Wheeler said the rules 
are not intended to block 
innovation. He said that the 
agency did not want to im¬ 
pose broad, restrictive rules 
on the industry but would 
look at business practices on 


a case-by-case basis. He said 
that there will be no rate 
regulation and that the rules 
won’t hurt network oper¬ 
ators’ revenue streams from 
consumer services. 

AT&T has said the rules 
politicize the Internet. 
President Barack Obama 
and many Democrats ap¬ 
prove the new regulatory 
approach. Although Repub¬ 
licans have said they support 
an open Internet, they want 
a different approach. 

Wheeler did not specif¬ 
ically address the political 
aspect of the decision, but 
said “the people against it 
spawned all kinds of im¬ 
aginary horribles. This is no 
more regulating the Internet 
than the First Amendment 
regulates free speech in our 
country.” the associated press

Sex discrimination case. 

Billionaire denies venture 
capital firm is run by men 


A prominent Silicon Valley 
venture capitalist who helped 
direct early investments in 
Google and Amazon said 
Tuesday during testimony in 
a high-profile sex discrimina¬ 
tion lawsuit that his firm is 
not run by men and has many 
female senior partners. 

John Doerr took the stand 
in San Francisco Superior 
Court in the lawsuit against 
venture capital firm Kleiner 
Perkins Caufield & Byers — a 
case that has sparked debate 
over the treatment of women 
in the high-tech and venture 
capital fields. 

The plaintiff, Ellen Pao, 
says she was denied a promo¬ 
tion at the company because 
she is a woman and was fired 


in 2012 after she complained. 
Her attorney, Alan Exelrod, 
has argued Kleiner Perkins 
had a male-dominated cul¬ 
ture where his client received 
a book of erotic poetiy from 
a male senior partner and 
experienced retaliation by 
a male colleague after she 
broke off an affair with him. 

Doerr — a billionaire and 
partner at the firm, which 
also counts former U.S. vice- 
president A1 Gore among its 
partners — said he did not 
recall telling an investigator 
that women were at a dis¬ 
advantage at Kleiner Perkins 
because of the sheer number 
of men who dominate the 
venture capital industiy.

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HOLISTIC MEETS WESTERN MEDICINE IN CANADA

With all the noise around declining vaccination 
rates recently, you could be forgiven for think¬ 
ing Canadians were developing a serious dis¬ 
trust in modern medicine. 

This is simply not the case, and don’t let a 
fringe minority convince you otherwise. 

Yes, alternative medical treatments are on 
the rise in Canada, according to the Public 
Health Agency of Canada, but we like our con¬ 
ventional medicine, too. The truth is that most 
Canadians are pretty happy with the medical 
care they get. Farah Shroff, an adjunct professor 
at the University of British Columbia Faculty of 
Medicine who researches holistic approaches to 
health, said her surveys of Canadian patients 
show more than 90 per cent deeply trust their 
family doctors. 

A major reason for the high level of satisfac¬ 
tion maybe that the Canadian medical profes¬ 
sion is constantly adapting its standards and ap¬ 
proaches to emerging research and patients’ 
needs. The profession’s approach to alternative 
medicine demonstrates its adaptability. 

When it comes to alternative medicine, most 
Canadians are having their cake and eating it 
too, complementing their conventional treat¬ 
ments with alternative ones, said Shroff. 

“People are looking to be healthier, and 
that’s why they go to naturopathic doctors. It’s in 



addition to, not replacement of,” she explained. 

More than 70 per cent of Canadians use some 
form of complementary and alternative medi¬ 
cine (CAM), including acupuncture, naturop¬ 
athy and massage therapy. According to a 2012 
study, people most commonly used alternative 
therapies to treat back pain, depression, insom¬ 
nia, headaches, and gastrointestinal illness. 

More Canadian mothers-to-be are turning 


to alternative birth methods of one form or an¬ 
other, such as self-hypnosis (called hypno- 
birth) to avoid the use of pain medication. 
Home births in Ontario have increased by 23 
per cent over five years. And good luck trying 
to make a same-day appointment with a mas¬ 
sage therapist or acupuncturist, said Shroff. 
They’re all booked up due to strong demand. 

Canadian doctors have responded and 


adapted. For the past 15 years, Canadian medic¬ 
al students have been taught about alternative 
medicine—not how to practise it, but how to 
provide informed advice and conventional treat¬ 
ment for the increasing number of patients that 
use it alongside modern medicine. 

An initiative out of the University of Sas¬ 
katchewan called the Complementary and Al¬ 
ternative Medicine in Undergraduate Medi¬ 
cine Education Project, helps Canadian medic¬ 
al students learn about the issues around pa¬ 
tients use of alternative medicine. The initia¬ 
tive emphasizes how important it is for doctors 
to discuss their patients’ alternative treat¬ 
ments with them in an informed and non- 
judgmental way. 

Some alternative treatments are admitted¬ 
ly based on scant evidence (I’m looking at you, 
homeopathy), but instead of dismissing them 
outright, Canadian medical professionals are 
being taught how important it is to listen to 
their patients and give informed advice. 

Those strong doctor-patient relationships 
make Canadian medical care understanding 
and flexible, a far cry from the us-versus-the- 
system view that anti-vaxxers and other small 
groups shout about. 

They help ensure Canadians are informed 
and safe, whatever treatment they ultimately 
decide to take.

Health Canada offers reader feedback to vaccine queries 

Metro compiled some of the common vaccine-related concerns we've received from readers and forwarded them to the 
national public health organization for insight and feedback. Here's what they had to say: 


‘Vaccines contain 
dirty ingredients’ 

Vaccines undergo several 
stages of rigorous testing 
to ensure their safety 
and effectiveness before 
they are approved for 
use. Vaccines are highly 
purified products, the 
main ingredient is an 
immunogen, the killed 
or weakened germ. It is 
meant to stimulate the im¬ 
mune system to recognize 
and prevent future disease. 

Vaccines usually con¬ 
tain sterile water or salt 
solution, and may contain 
the following: 

- Adjuvants — help vac¬ 
cines work longer. 

- Preservatives — keep 
multi-dose vials sterile. 

- Stabilizers — maintain 
quality during storage. 

- Antibiotics — prevent 
bacterial growth. 


‘Vaccines can kill' 

The World Health Organ¬ 
ization estimates that 
every year, more than 
two million deaths are 
prevented worldwide due 
to immunization. 

Vaccine-as sociated 
deaths are extremely rare 
in Canada, most often 
related to a severe allergic 
reaction such as anaphyl¬ 
axis. However, anaphyl¬ 
axis can also result from 
antibiotics used to treat 
the vaccine-preventable 
disease. 

If an unvaccinated 
child catches the real 
disease in Canada, the 
result can be serious, or 
even fatal. 

This is because active 
germs multiply quickly, 
and your child’s immune 
system is not prepared to 
defend itself. 


‘The schedule 
compromises kids’ 
immune systems’ 

Currently recommended 
vaccines are highly purified 
and usually have much less 
risk for adversely affecting 
a child’s immune system 
than the natural infection. 

The vaccines recom¬ 
mended for children use 
only a small portion of 
the immune system’s 
“memoiy.” Research shows 
that your child’s immune 
system can easily handle 
more than one vaccine 
safely and effectively. 

Only vaccines shown to 
be safe and effective given 
together are given at the 
same time. Giving several 
vaccines at one time keeps 
children safe by protecting 
them against more dis¬ 
eases. 


‘My child got autism 
after vaccination’ 

Vaccines are sometimes 
blamed for conditions that 
are poorly understood. 

A child’s first year of life 
is a time of tremendous 
development, and a time 
when serious problems 
may start to appear. It 
is also the time when 
most vaccines are given, 
but this does not mean 
that vaccines cause these 
problems. 

Many of our vaccines 
have been in use for dec¬ 
ades with no evidence of 
long-term adverse effects. 

Some claim that 
vaccines cause autism, 
seizure disorders, multiple 
sclerosis or Crohn’s dis¬ 
ease, among other health 
problems. These connec¬ 
tions have never held up to 
scientific scrutiny. 


‘The risk isn’t 
worth it' 

Unvaccinated children 
have a much greater risk of 
having a complication from 
the natural infection than 
the rare risk for a serious 
adverse reaction from the 
vaccine. 

With any medicine, 
there is always a small 
chance of an allergic 
reaction. True anaphylaxis 
reactions are rare (one in 
100,000 to one in a million 
doses) but are reversible 
with proper treatment. 

The reactions usually 
start shortly after immun¬ 
ization is received. For this 
reason, a nurse or doctor 
will need to watch your 
child for 15 to 30 minutes 
after receiving a vaccine. 
Stay in the clinic for that 
period of time and watch 
for signs of a reaction. 


‘Ifvaccinesareso 
effective, why do 
people still get sick?' 

Vaccines work veiy well, 
but they aren’t 100 per 
cent effective. In countries 
where vaccination rates are 
high, disease rates are low. 
In countries where vaccina¬ 
tion rates are low, disease 
rates are high. 

For herd immunity to be 
effective, as many people as 
possible must be vaccin¬ 
ated. 

The efficacy of two doses 
of the measles vaccine 
given to infants is nearly 
100 per cent. 

However, due to the 
high infectivity of measles 
(each case may infect 12 
to 18 others) at least 95 
per cent of the population 
needs to be immunized to 
develop herd immunity.

I did it for three 
years, I had two shows picked 
up and when I got this offer 
I thought maybe it is time to 
come full circle and come back 
to my dramatic roots and solve 
some crime. 

Because come on, it’s more 
CSI: Three letters motivated 
me: CSI. It’s one of the big¬ 


gest television franchises in 
the world, so to play a lead on 
something like that is a huge 
honour. I don’t know what 
possessed CBS after my com¬ 
edy work to think, ‘Hey, we 
need somebody to kick some 
ass in the show, why don’t we 
offer it to that guy?’ But I’m 
really glad they did. 

Because it’s not just going to 
be cops with laptops: I mean, 
a show about four people star¬ 
ing at a screen for an hour is 
generally not the most en¬ 
gaging television. This is a 
blend of cybercrime-fighting 
technology and old-school 
techniques, because the com¬ 
puter stuff is really fascinating, 
but it all eventually manifests 
in the real world. Behind all 
the cybercrime is a real hu¬ 
man being who lives in a real 
location and has a real door 
that may or may not need to 
be kicked down. 

Because it’s a frighteningly 
big subject matter: I thought 
I was pretty savvy about cyber¬ 
crime, but after speaking to 
the experts who were advis¬ 
ing the show, I realized I was 


completely in the dark — both 
fortunately and unfortunate¬ 
ly. The well of cybercrime is 
bottomless, which for a story¬ 
teller is great because you 
never run out of storylines. I 
hope this show does enlighten 
people as to just how much 
this kind of crime can hap¬ 


pen to you and what steps 
you might want to do to just 
be careful and be aware and 
hopefully prevent it. 

Because he’s finally FBI age- 
appropriate: I think, like, 10 
years ago I wanted to play an 
FBI agent, but I just wasn’t 


old enough. I didn’t look old 
enough, certainly, and it was a 
blessing. And then just when I 
least expected it, I got offered 
the FBI agent. 

Because he’s not Dawson 
anymore: In the last 10 years, 
I’ve grown up a lot. I’ve gotten 


married, I’ve had kids and just 
really gained a lot of perspec¬ 
tive and a lot of appreciation 
for being able to work in this 
industiy and being able to pro¬ 
vide for my family by doing it. 
I just have a lot bigger suitcase 
to reach into for my bag of 
tricks emotionally.

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It’s time to take on Belfast 


City tour. With the 
Troubles behind it, 
Northern Ireland’s capital 
is finding its groove 


Belfast may seem an unlikely 
destination for tourists, associ¬ 
ated as it is with the Catholic- 
Protestant conflict known as 
the Troubles. But the city has 
been transformed in recent 
years and is now a cosmopol¬ 
itan place with plenty to see 
and do, much of it free. 

Churches and street art 

Visit Catholic and Protestant 
churches on Sunday. It’s a free, 
safe, educational and poten¬ 
tially entertaining experience. 
You might even get a tour or 
lunch at someone’s home. Ian 
Paisley’s Martyrs Memorial, the 
Free Presbyterian Church of Ul¬ 
ster, is used to visitors at the 11 
a.m. Sunday service and greets 
strangers with great hospital¬ 
ity. In Catholic west Belfast, the 
twin-spired St. Peter’s Cathedral 
offers a half-dozen weekend 
masses, including evenings. 

As you visit various neigh¬ 
bourhoods, you may see street 
murals with veiy different 
themes, ranging from Irish 
cultural and Catholic refer¬ 
ences, to depictions of Picasso’s 
Guernica and expressions of 
solidarity with Palestinians 
and Cuban political prisoners. 
Murals in the Protestant loyalist 
heartland, called the Shankill, 
memorialize the commun¬ 
ity’s commitment to Northern 
Ireland’s union with Britain 
and the residents’ Ulster-Scots 
culture. Graffiti and scribbles 
on a peace wall on Cupar Way 
include messages from tourists. 

Titanic Quarter 

Belfast has reconnected with 
the story of its most famous 
creation, the Titanic. The 
area surrounding the defunct 
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Irish music

Many pubs offer free trad¬ 
itional Irish music. Venues 
include Kelly's Cellars, 
tucked away in an alley in 
the city centre with a his¬ 
tory going back centuries. 
A group called the United 
Irishmen met here in 1798 
to plot a failed rebellion 
against the English. 


shipyard where the ocean 
liner was built is now called 
Titanic Quarter. Various 
Titanic-themed attractions 
charge admission, but it costs 
nothing to marvel at the huge 
exterior of the Titanic Ex¬ 
perience, which mimics the 
hulls of ocean liners. You can 
also walk on the huge slip¬ 
ways where the Titanic was 
built and launched in 1911. 
In what was once the docks 
area, you’ll find memorial 
sculptures. 



St. George’s Market Victorian market offers a show- 

Eveiy Friday and weekend this case for local crafters and food 


stalls. A long-derelict landmark, 
St. George’s Market was given a 
new lease of life with a multi¬ 
million redevelopment in 1997. 
It will cost you to buy souven¬ 
irs or indulge in an Ulster fly 
(a big breakfast heavy on meat 
and bread), but there are free 
samples along with free music 
and it’s an ideal place to learn 
about local food. 

University Quarter 

The University Quarter re¬ 
mained a lively evening destina¬ 
tion even in the darkest days of 
the Troubles. Next door to the 
majestic red brick Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity, founded by Queen Vic¬ 
toria, are the Botanic Gardens, 
with a glass house, a hot house, 
rose gardens and places where 
students can sunbathe between 
lectures. It’s free, as is the Ul¬ 
ster Museum, which houses an 
ancient fish, the coelacanth, 
and the city’s resident Egyp¬ 
tian mummy, Talcabuti, among 
other treasures telling Ireland’s 
stoiy from prehistoiy to the 
present day.

This soup makes plenty for 
a crowd as dinner appetizer, 
or to be enjoyed alongside a 
sandwich or salad for lunch. 

You can also slurp it 
warmed up when you come 
home late, as my good friend 
Chef Tom Phuong, the man 
behind this recipe, does after 
a long shift at the Fairmont 
Royal York hotel in Toronto. 

I love mushrooms and 
what they have to offer, and 
Tom’s soup has a true mush¬ 
room flavour and really al¬ 
lows you to incorporate a nice 
variety of mushrooms. 

I left the version I made a 
bit chunky. 

But for a smoother tex¬ 
ture, puree the soup in batch¬ 
es in blender and return it to 
the soup pot to add the re¬ 
maining ingredients. 

If you want to speed up 


the cooking process, omit 
the mushroom stock and use 
8 cups (2 1) of homemade or 
store-bought sodium-reduced 
vegetable broth and adjust 
the seasoning to taste. 

The Mushroom Chowder 
will easily keep refrigerated 
for up to three days, making 
it a great make-ahead soup. 


Directions 

1. Mushroom Stock: In a 
large pot, combine shiitake 
and oyster mushrooms stems, 
thyme, tarragon, leek, cel- 
eiy, onion, bay leaves and 
peppercorns. Pour in water 
and bring to a boil. Reduce 
heat and simmer for 20 min¬ 
utes. Remove from heat and 


let stand for 5 minutes. Strain 
stock through fine mesh sieve 
into another pot or large glass 
measuring cup, discarding 
the vegetables; set aside. 

2 . Meanwhile, thinly slice 
button, shiitake, oyster and 
portobello mushrooms; set 
aside. In soup pot, heat butter 


over medium high heat and 
cook shallot, onion, leek, cel- 
eiy, thyme, tarragon and bay 
leaves, stirring often for about 
10 minutes or until golden. 
Stir in wine until evaporated. 
Add mushrooms and pour in 
mushroom stock; cover and 
bring to a boil for about 15 
minutes or until mushrooms 


Ingredients 


• 2 pkgs (227 g each) button 
mushrooms 

• 1 lb (454 g) shiitake mushrooms, 
stems removed for stock 

• 8 oz (227 g) oyster mushrooms, 
tough stems removed for stock 

• l small portobello mushroom 
cap, stem removed and gills 
scraped out 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) butter 

• 1 shallot, diced 

• l onion, coarsely chopped 

• l leek, white part only, thinly 
sliced 

• l stalk celery, chopped 

• l tbsp (15 ml) chopped fresh 
thyme 

• l tbsp (15 ml) chopped fresh 
tarragon 

• 2 bay leaves 

• 1/3 cup (75 mL) white wine 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) 35% whipping 
cream 

• 11/2 tsp (7 ml) salt 

• 1/4 tsp (l ml) freshly ground 
black pepper 

Mushroom Stock 

• 2 cups (500 ml) shiitake and 
oyster mushroom stems 

• 4 sprigs fresh thyme 

• 2 sprigs fresh tarragon 

• l leek, white and light green 
part only, chopped 

• 1 stalk celery, coarsely chopped 

• l onion, coarsely chopped 
2 bay leaves 

• l tsp (5 ml) whole black 
peppercorns 

• 8 cups (2 l) water

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ID fraud expected to 
rise in 2015: Experts 


High-tech. Criminals

While social insurance num¬ 
bers, health cards or simply a 
name and address remain the 
timeworn treasures of identity 
thieves, industiy experts ex¬ 
pect the scale and complexity 
of scams will continue to rise 
in 2015, particularly in the 
digital world. 

“Over the last few years we 
have seen a sharp increase in 
digital skullduggeiy,” said Dan¬ 
iel Williams, a senior call-taker 
supervisor with the Canadian 
Anti-Fraud Centre (CAFC) in 
North Bay, Ont. “The Internet 
has helped scammers get in¬ 
formation from consumers a 
lot cheaper and easier,” he said. 
“Right now, the sky is the limit.” 


According to current CACF 
statistics, 11 of the top 20 kinds 
of fraud involve the Internet. 
Williams said the No. 1 fraud 
is what he calls the “Microsoft 
virus scan” scam. 

In this case, fraudsters 
swindle unsuspecting com¬ 
puter owners by calling them 
and claiming to be from a com¬ 
pany, such as Microsoft, who 
need to repair an error on your 
personal computer. Once they 
have access to your computer, 
your digital security has been 
compromised, Williams said. 

“These scammers are in¬ 
credibly skilled and a lot of 
ingenuity is put into their 
schemes. And they are richly 
rewarded for it.” 

Jennifer Fiddian-Green, 
a forensic accountant with 
Toronto-based Grant Thorn¬ 
ton LLP, agrees with Williams. 
She said consumers need to be 
aware that identity theft and 
fraud have become significant¬ 
ly more complex. 

In particular, Fiddian-Green 


said many criminals are at¬ 
tempting to impersonate pri¬ 
vate business owners through 
emails to their own staff. For 
example, she said cybercrim¬ 
inals will send emails to chief 
financial officers, or whoever 
manages the company’s cor¬ 
porate bank account, by pre¬ 
tending to be an executive 
who needs to wire money. 

“These emails are remark¬ 
ably assembled, personal and 
look exactly like real ones that 
would be sent within a firm,” 
Fiddian-Green said. 

Her best advice? Look for 
tell-tale signs in the email, 
such as an extra letter or per¬ 
iod that is out of place. Be sure 
to ask questions to make sure 
you know who you are dealing 
with. 

“A lot of what scammers 
are doing right now will con¬ 
tinue to be successful,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “There is no reason 
to believe they will stop using 
techniques like phishing 
emails, or bogus websites.”

World Cup looming. 

Coach John Herdman's 
aim for final tournament 
before the big one is to 
nail down tactics, squad 


Call it a dress rehearsal for this 
summer’s Women’s World 
Cup. Canada’s women’s soc¬ 
cer team plays Scotland on 
Wednesday to open the Cyprus 
Cup, the final tournament be¬ 
fore this summer’s World Cup 
in Canada, and one last chance 
says coach John Herdman, to 
test out tournament strategies. 

“It’s a serious time and this 
tournament is an important 
step for us,” Herdman said on 
a conference call Tuesday. “It’s 
just the fact that you’re go¬ 
ing from game to game (in a 
tournament format), and with 
that you have all your recoveiy 
strategies, mental, physical, 
you have to be slick with your 
scouting processes, and bring¬ 
ing together the information 
that has to be passed on and 
how that transfers from the 
staff to the players.” 


Herdman is fielding a mix 
of veterans for the tourna¬ 
ment, including Christine 
Sinclair, Karina LeBlanc, Erin 
McLeod and Melissa Tancredi, 
as well as rising stars Kadeisha 
Buchanan and Janine Beckie. 
With each passing game, he 
said, he gets that much closer 
to cementing his roster for the 
World Cup, which kicks off in 
three months. 

“We haven’t written any¬ 
one off. There’s still opportun¬ 
ities and the door is always 
open,” Herdman said. “But 
every time I pick a squad now, 
getting closer to the tourna¬ 
ment, we get a clearer picture.” 

The notable absences are 
Diana Matheson and Lauren 
Sesselmann. Matheson, who 
scored the lone goal in Can¬ 
ada’s 1-0 bronze-medal vic- 
toiy over France at the 2012 
London Olympics, tore her 
anterior cruciate ligament 
in late October, while Sessel¬ 
mann tore her ACL a year ago. 
The Canadian women are on 
a roll. They’re undefeated in 
their past six games, which 
included three victories en 
route to winning the Bao’an 
Cup earlier this year in China.

Canada has won the Cy¬ 
prus Cup three times, and will 
be gunning for its first title 
since 2011. Canada finished 
second in Group A in last 
year’s event and were relegat¬ 
ed to the fifth-place match 
where they beat Ireland 2-1. 

Following their match 
against Scotland, the Can¬ 
adians will face South Korea 
on Friday. They’ll wrap up 
Group A play on Monday ver¬ 
sus Italy in Nicosia. Herdman 
said Canada will play five 
friendlies after the Cyprus 
Cup and prior to the opening 
of the World Cup on June 6.
